The World Exonumia - AAA Historical American Mail Bid 
sale #11 of 7 November 2006 featured the imporant 
Jefferson silver shell Indian Peace medal, which realized 
$54,075. The silver oval IP medals brought around $6200 
to $6510 each. 


The Greg Brunk collection of counterstamped coins 
brought record prices, with many items selling for 
substantially over estimate. The unique Stone & Ball ona 
$2.50 gold coin brought $4387 in active bidding. The rare 
Louisiana Civil War Siege Token of Schiller, soon to be 
listed as a Civil War token, brought $2521. A unique silver 
Hard Times token c/m of Henshaw and Bennett brought 
$2250. An Early American die cutter c/m of James 
Chinnery realized $2115. The "Wagner" c/m onan 1799 
Heraldic Eagle dollar realized $2750. 


A unique copper nickel Civil War token of Madison WI, 
originally sold in the 1999 sale of the Hartzog WI CWT 
collection, brought $2215.

Roman Coin of Augustus (37 BC-15 AD) Countermarked by the 

Kings of Edessa in Messopotamia, ca. 30 . Christopher Howgego 
first identified this type of c/m, which is found on only a handful of 
ancient Roman coins, in ’Greek Imperial Countermarks’ (RNS 1985). 
The very rare series is written in Old Edessan, and this stamp appears 
to be "Manou" for "King". The coin was minted by Augustus (27 BC 
- 14 AD) in Antioch, Syria. Emperor’s Bust / "SC" in wreath. 22 mm 
bronze.

20 Ancient Roman Limesfaschen Unusual Lot. "Limesfaschen" 
are ancient counterfeits of Roman bronze coins which were made on 
the German frontier. Often found in excavations of legion forts, but 
rarely seen on the numismatic market. These are about a third the 
weight of the original coins, and all have countermarks, both very 
worn. They were countermarked to validate worn coins for extended 
circulation, often with the countermarks virtually worn off. The marks 
were applied in legion forts and some can be identified. A couple have 
a very week "AVG" for ’Augustus’. Another has a previously un- 
known shield countermark, with others have large marks previously 
unknown to Brunk. A number have "TI CA" for ’Tiberius Caesar 
Augustus’ (or the misspelled version "IT CA"). Until this group was 
discovered, that mark was quite unusual and rare, and had only been 
known on coins of Caligula (37-54 AD) with the Seated Vesta reverse 
(Sear-516). Most are so worn that nothing can be seen of the designs, 
although "SC" is visible on the reverse of one, and two seem to have 
the bust of Caligula.

Eight Reales Piece of Cut Money, ca. 1650. Cutting coins was 
common in the 17th to early nineteenth centuries in the West Indies 
and frontier America as a way to make small change.

Hank 
Thoele has noted that the Ford marks are of two sorts. Those with a 
broken flourish to the ’F’ in Ford’ were struck c 1963, and five years 
after the ’Numismatist’ report. It has been speculated that someone 
took a broken Ford stamp from a trash bind, and used it to stamp coins 
sold to collectors at car shows, but the precise origins of this variety 
are uncertain.

(LA: New Orleans): CONFEDERATE CIVIL WAR DIME 
from the SIEGE OF NEW ORLEANS. J. B. Schiller was an im- 
porter of alcohol and proprietor of the Sazerac Coffee House at 13 
Exchange Place. During the Union siege of New Orleans he issued 
paper notes for 25 and 50 cents. He also made dime SIEGE TOKENS 
by stamping 1860 US small cents with his name and a large "X" over 
the ’One" so the reverse becomes ’X Cent’ indicating ten cents. This 
siege piece has been called ’one of the most important American 
tokens’, and an examination of published photographs indicates the 
Brunk specimen may be the finest known.

First Issue of Ecuador: MDQ Monogram on Eight Reales, 1831.

They soon discovered that making miniature coins was 
even better as people could compare them with real coins then in 
circulation to see the quality of the work. Such miniature coins became 
popular as souvenirs, and were minted by private European mints for 
the next century.

Lewis and Clark Awarded Jefferson 
Indian Peace Medal 


576. Historic and Important Jefferson SILVER Shell Indian Peace 


Medal, 1801. Thomas Jefferson Indian Peace Medal, a Silver Shell. 
Julian IP-4, Belden 17, Prucha 39b, 39.56gm, 55mm wide. With 
original top loop (found separately and replaced), excavated on private 
property some years ago and new to the market. Probably one of the 
medals presented by Lewis and Clark on their expedition. 


The Jefferson silver medals have long been widely collected and 
appreciated as the finest work of the new US Mint in the Indian Peace 
medal series. They were fashioned by striking thin silver medals from 
dies made by John Reich, then paired together with a German-silver 
band or collar around the rim. Joseph Richardson Jr., Mint assayer 
and silversmith would have done the work to produce these important 
medals for presentation to Indian Chiefs, at the time of treaty signing 
and by Lewis and Clark as important gifts to symbolize the peaceful 
intentions of the expedition. Lewis and Clark carried three of the large 
Jefferson medals, 13 of the middle, and either 15 or 16 of this, the 
smallest sized Jefferson medal (accounts are not fully clear), as well 
as 55 of the Washington Seasons peace medals. Interestingly, Gun- 
selman and Sprague, in an account of the discovery of one of these 
Jefferson medals in an Indian grave in 1964, account for the dispersal 
of each sized medal by the expedition, by date. They also report there 
were minor differences in the outer edge of the Jefferson medals, and 
in the type of top loop.. Traditionally the Jefferson Peace medals as 
silver shells have been explained by the report that the Mint did not 
have presses large enough to stamp them as solid medals at that time. 
The silver shells were placed back to back with a German silver band 
holding the two halves, with the attachment of a pillar and ring at the 
top. 


Little known by most numismatists is the variation in the attachment 
of the pillar, fob and ring. The type of top loop and alignment of the 
loop are inconsistent on known examples, indicating hand finishing, 
repairs or different lots. This example, when excavated, was found 
nearby the pillar and ring, and were reunited by the finder with glue. 
Many of the known examples of these medals are found missing the 
pillar and have been punched with a hole, for a ring or cord. There are 
three basic tops, a pillar and ring such as on this example, and heavy 
and light top rings, attached either parallel to or at a right angle to the 
medal. Sprague reports "...a strong relationship, not necessarily one 
to one, between medals with the square pillar and the medals carried 
by Lewis and Clark", and further "Those medals, for which there is 
strong evidence for a genuine American Indian context, show a strong 


tendency to be of the heavy, square pillar type". That, and the reported 
location of this find, indicate strongly this is one of the Lewis and Clark 
examples, an important historical find. At this late date it is not 
possible to point to a specific Indian who got this, unfortunately! 


And, while Julian reports that the late Byron Johnson stated at least 
one of the Jefferson shell medals was excavated with a wooden core, 
none are currently known with any material inside the silver shells. 
This example has the well machined pillar, however as noted above, 
the original alignment may have been different. J ulian pictures the two 
smaller sized medals without any loop or pillar. Belden pictures the 
large size medal with a similar shaped pillar to this, but slightly larger. 
Prucha pictures the 105 and 55mm sizes with a simple loop. The ANS 
specimen of the 103mm example (1923.52.1 1) shows a similar pillar 
and loop to this example, while the ANS 54.5mm example has only a 
simple loop. 


One of the most important of all Indian Peace medals, the Jefferson is 
the first struck medal in the Mint series, and is in the rare shell format. 
Probably awarded to an Indian by Lewis and Clark in their expedition. 
Under Jefferson, the United States grew by its largest purchase, and 
these medals played an important part as gifts to Indians in the new 
territory. They were highly prized by the recipients, handed down 
through generations, or buried with the owners. Peace medals were a 
badge of honor to the Indians, and a sign to all that the wearer was a 
friend to the Americans. 


This medal was excavated on private property many years ago and was 
cleaned and brushed, and is now toning nicely to a rich, golden tan. 
Very choice and excellent Extremely Fine with just some minor wear. 
A small rim ding obverse above "T" in "The", and two trivial rim dings 
reverse at the right hand, and at "I" will serve to identify this example 
to future researchers. Some minor scratches to the right of Jefferson’s 
head. With some very mild surface dents, as are very usual to these 
thin shell medals. The joined edges of the rim meet 3mm to the left of 
the center of the pillar. This has been authenticated by Numismatic 
Guaranty Corporation, the only recommended authenticator of Indian 
Peace medals (1844151-001). ......... $40,000.00—45,000.00+

Wire rims are rarely if ever seen on silver medals for presenta- 
tion to Indians, as the rim would quickly be damaged. Consequently 
these were undoubtedly struck for a collector. It is quite interesting to 
note that no other similar pieces have shown up in the past century.

In 1901 the miners of Telluride, Colorado 
walked out, calling for a set daily wage, and for union representation. 
Mine owners refused and hired non-union men to reopen the miles. 
Some 250 armed strikers confronted the scab miners and after killing 
three, forced the rest to leave town. The owners were forced to agree 
to a $3 minimum daily wage. This fair settlement did not bring peace 
to the mines, for in 1903 there was a general strike of the mill and 
smelting workers and miners. In Colorado City the Western Federation 
of Miners called a strike demanding wage increases and the eight-hour 
day. A strike of miners in Cripple Creek involved 3500 miners from 
50 mines. The mine owners brought in outside miners and appealed 
for martial law. On 4 Sept. 1903 Governor Peabody ordered Brig. Gen 
Sherman Bell to proceed to Cripple Creek with the militia to maintain 
peace and order. On 6 June 1904 (10 months later), an explosion at the 
Findley Mine railroad station killed 13 non-union miners. The mine 
owners were quick to blame the union, precipitating lynching, censor- 
ship and destruction of the local newspaper. Mobs stormed the union 
hall and the militia arrested union men and sympathizers. By the 10th over 
200 men were forcefully deported from the Cripple Creek district. Soon 
the mines started up again (with non-union miners) and the militia left 16

Along with Bill Clinton, Belknap 
has the distinction of being one of the few American politicians ever 
impeached by the House of Representatives, but unlike Clinton he 
quickly resigned, which accounts for the Senate not convicting him. 
In later years Balknap tried to redeem his tattered legacy, and practiced 
law in Washington. So this is a particularly unusual medal of a 
disgraced national hero.

1154.MA Albert Pike, Confederate Brigadier General, High-Rank- 
ing KKK Official and Southern Masonic Leader Portrait 
Medal, 1891. While little remembered today -- because so many 
Americans consciously tried to forget his legacy -- Albert Pike was 
one of the most colorful and notorious figures in US history. Born in 
Massachusetts, he was a Western explorer who traveled to Sante Fe in 
1831, later moved to Arkansas, and worked there as a lawyer defending 
Native American rights. He recruited a company of cavalry to fight in 
the Mexican-American war, and was present at the Battle of Buena 
Vista. When the Civil War began he was made a Brigadier General in 
the Confederate Army and commanded troops from a number of tribes 
living in Indian Territory (now Oklahoma). At the battle of Pea Ridge 
his men deserted, scalped and defiled the bodies of Union soldiers. He 
also was charged with theft of Confederate funds, and his arrest 
ordered, but he resigned his commission and fled into the hills of 
Arkansas to avoid trial. After the war he became a high official in the 
Ku Klux Klan, and was charged with treason by the US government. 
Pike created the KKK rituals for Nathan Bedford Forest when he was 
Grand Commander of the Southern Jurisdiction of Scottish Rite Ma- 
sons and writing ’Morals and Dogma’, which for sixty years was given 
to all new Masons of the Southern Jurisdiction. Pike was a follower of 
the Jewish mystical tradition called kabala, which recently has been 
advocated by Madonna and other Hollywood celebrities. He moved to 
Washington DC, and carried on an affair with a nineteen year old girl 
when he was almost sixty. When a statue was erected in Pike’s honor 
in 1901 at Third and D Streets in Washington, the speakers at the 
dedication extolled his work as a Mason, and one noted that "the name 
of Albert Pike will grow bright as the ages roll by," but otherwise 
ignored his increasingly stained reputation. In the 1890s he had been 
a hero to the Masons and the Daughters of the Confederacy, but after 
all his misdeeds became public, he was reviled by both, and the Masons 
conducted a fornial hearing into his association with the Klan. Pike 
eventually became known as a ‘libertine, traitor, glutton, incompetent 
and murderer,’ and his memory did not ’grow bright’. Instead, he 
became the prime example that anti-Masons cited when claiming that 
Masons were morally evil and the Craft should be suppressed. During 
the 1990s Pike once again became a controversial figure as his statue 
because a source of friction among Blacks, Jews, and other groups, 
with some politicians demanding that it be torn down. "Albert Pike 33

1442.NY Fairmont: Chautauqua: Important French Universal Expo- 
sition Award Medal, 1900. The Chautauqua Program for education 
and entertainment was established at Fair Point on Chautauqua Lake, 
New York, in 1874. It evolved into an annual Chautauqua, and its 
summer lectures and classes were supplemented by home readings and 
correspondence study. In 1883, William Harper, later President of the 
University of Chicago, became its director. Many famous Americans 
were guest lecturers, and William Jennings Bryan (four time US 
Presidential nominee) went to Fair Point year after year to deliver his 
famous "Cross of Gold" speech. By 1900 there were over 400 local 
branches of Chautauqua, and in 1924 the traveling Chautauquas visited 
10,000 communities and over 40,000,000 Americans attended their 
lectures, concerts, plays, and other events! With the popularity of 
movies and the advent of the automobile, the movement almost disap- 
peared by the mid-1930s, although the original New York estab- 
lishment and many "Chautauqua Parks" in towns around the country 
still exist. The Chautauqua Program was awarded this important medal 
at the 1900 Universal Exposition in Paris. "Republique Francaise"

The spade 
guinea is a gold coin of King George III, so-called because its crown 
over pointed shield looks like a garden spade. It was minted from 1787 
to 1799, when the sovereign became the standard British gold coin. In 
later years, the old spade guineas and half spade guineas were copied 
extensively and used as advertisement tokens, card counters, com- 
memorative medals, and as parts of badges when holed for suspension. 
Most are anonymous, but a small portion had their legends changed to 
indicate their issuer or their purpose. R. N. P. Hawkins published an 
important series of articles on them in the ’ British Numismatic Journal’ 
from 1960 to 1968, and there has been increased collector interest in

2105. US Civil War Sanitary Commission - Important French Universal 
Grand Prize Medal, 1867. The USA Sanitary Commission operated 
the Union field hospitals during the Civil War. Its origins were in Bridge- 
port, CT, whose women formed an organization to provide relief and 
comfort to Civil War volunteers. The idea was copied by the US govern- 
ment, and the US Sanitary Commission was formed by a June 9, 1861, 
order of the Secretary of War. During the Civil War it distributed over 
$15,000,000 in supplies, and received $5,000,000 in donations, most given 
at the Civil War "Sanitary Fairs"that it held in a number of cities. (Its small 
medals for the Great Central Fair of Philadelphia are collected as Civil 
War tokens). The 1867 Universal Exposition in Paris was organized by 
Napoleon III’s American dentist, Dr. Thomas Evans, which explains the 
odd connection between the French Government and the Civil War 
Sanitary Commission. "Napoleon III Empereur" around laureate bust of 
the Emperor / "Exposition Universelle de MDCCCLXVII a Paris" around 
two winged cherubs holding plaque over which is a laurel wreath, below 
is the French imperial eagle, "Grand-Prix" below. On the plaque is

Party Tickets 


Until the turn of the century all American ballots were printed by political 
parties, rather than the government, which is why they look "strange." They 
were made to be distinctive because until the Australian ballot reforms were 
adopted, voting was not a secret act in the US, and party hacks checked on 
everyone to make sure they voted for the "right party" by putting their 
"tickets" in an open and public ballot box. These ballots come from the age 
of "fusion politics," which is why some of them have multiple party names. 
In a couple of cases you can see that candidate names were changed at the 
last minute by inking in a new name, as the coalition of parties changes. All 
these ballots are rare, and each may well be unique. We have only seen a 
couple of examples in the last fifty years! During the late 1970s Brunk was 
traveling the back roads of Massachusetts and found this small group of 
party ballots in a barn! Someone had accumulated them a century before, 
and in some cases had written in pencil the likely year or the place where 
the ballot had been used.

The only artifact from the history of Slavery that can be positively 
guaranteed to be worn by a Slave are these Slave Tags. Basically an annual 
tax receipt issued by the city of Charleston, these Tags allowed the owner 
or slave to hire out for profit. Different occupations were charged different 
amounts, with the Servant and Porter Tags being the most frequently seen 
pieces of these rare collectibles.
